they are based upon the fiseal 
systems of the West, and they are 
none the worse for this, But, ‘te 
take only a detail, the machinery 
Vby which Income Tax and Death 
Duties are systematically - collect- 
ed in ,other countries was not 
consirteted inva day, nor yet a 
year, though perhaps Mr. Soong is 
well aware of the yigantic nature
